Making this game was a lot 
of fun, and a lot of work. 
After the initial design was 
created, a terrific team of 
artists and programmers 
jumped to the job of putting it 
on the computer. They 
actually made a full-scale 
model of LEGO® Island. 
The artists used that to create 
a computer island using a 3D 
graphics program. 3D really 
gives computers a workout, 
and the team laboured for 
months to get things right 


All the characters were 
created with distinct 
personalities. Some very silly 
people wrote a ton of scripts 
- enough to make five 
movies. Meanwhile, the 
programmers made the 
building areas and the racing 
games and tested them with 
kids around the world. 


After the scripts were done, 
actors squeezed into a studio 
to give voice to the 
characters. Their dialog was 
lip-synched, and the 
animated faces were applied 
to the 3D LEGO people. 
Hundreds of animations were 
created. Then the music was 
recorded for all the different 
places on the Island. 
Everything was tested over 
and over again. A master 
CD-ROM was made. From 
there it was packaged, sent 
to the stores and finally into 
your hands.
